New Rules For 


Police Force To 


Be Acted On 


Jt became known today that the 


police commission will be called prob- 
ably before the end of the week for 
the purpose of discussing and taking 
action on a complete new set of rules 
and regulations which are to govern 
the conduct of tha Danville police de- 
partment. 
Should affirmative action 


be taken on these rules, they will be 
presented to the council at Its next 
meeting for the purpose of incorporat- 
ing them as a' city ordinance. 
For 


three months members of the police 
commission have been working on new 
rules and these have been drawn up in 
rough form after considerable care 
and not a little forethought. One of 
the commissioners 
was 
asked 
this 


morning to explain the rules but he 
felt that it was improper to divulge 
them in their entirety prior to their 
presentation to the police commission. 
After that time they will be made pub- 
lic. 


In a general way, however, it may 


be said that the-regulations governing 
the local police department will be a 
good deal more strict than those in 
effect at the present time. 
They in- 


clude, it is said, provisions requiring 
policemen to take every year not only 
a physical examination but also a 
mental test, this for the purpose of 
seeing if they understand the" existing 
state and city laws they are sworn to 
enforce. 
Provision is also to be made 


for a police school to be attended reg- 
ularly by the policemen In order that 
they may be properly instructed into 
their duties.
